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CEMTS 
Course Correction ' Looks Good 
. . . 
Astronauts Fire Brief Rocket Burst 


Space Center, Houston 
— Three harried 
American astronauts rocketed back on a true 
course for home Wednesday , blasting out of a 
perilous orbit that would hav e missed the earth 
and left them stranded in space. 


In a radio ex change, Mission Control told 
Apollo 13, “ You’re In the corridor.” But it added 
that another minor midcourse maneuv er might 
be slated later in the flight. 


Voices of J ames A. Lov ell J r., Fred W. Haise 
J r. and J ohn L. Swigert J r. brightened perceptib­ 
ly after the bum. 


Lov ell, taking note that the ex perts in Mission 
Control would hav e to 
t r ac k the spacecraft 
through the night to place the course accurately , 
said, “ I guess y ou thought y ou were going to get 
to sleep through this watch. Sorry about that.” 


It was an in-flight rescue by the rocket engine 


in the moon lander’s descent stage which on its 
third try did the trick. 
Looked Good 
The firing looked good from the start. 
‘‘Thrust looks good,” said Mission Control. 
The space v eteran Lov ell, flight commander and 
world record holder for most hours in space was 
at the controls. His two rookie crewmates con­ 
centrated on the instruments. 
The rocket firing came with Apollo 13 so 
badly off course that without correction it would 
miss Earth by 104 miles, its three pilots lost 
forev er. 
The burst of power had a braking effect 
on the Apollo 13, aimed to make its angle 
to Earth steeper. 
The bum came at 10:32 p.m. CST. At 
that point Apollo 13 was still some 175,000 
miles from Earth. 


Before he took the controls, Lov ell told 
Mission Control: “ I hope the guy s in the back 
room hav e thought this up right.” 
Besides the descent engine in the lunar 
lander, the astronauts also hav e at their 
disposal the ascent engine and the small 
thrusters on both craft u^d to control position. 
All could be used for course corrections. 
The hours before the rocket firing were 
punctuated with trouble. First there was a flash­ 
ing battery alarm indicating that one of six 
batteries in the lunar lander was ov erheating. 
It turned out to be a false alarm. 
Then the other cov erall-clad astronauts com­ 
plained — as Lov ell had earlier — about the 
cold. In the power-off command ship which 
serv es as little more than a bedroom at present, 
it was getting v ery cold. 
The command ship was powered up briefly 


so that Mission Control could read by radio the 
v arious working sy stems. They ev en read off 
temperature measurements in the quiescent ship 
and ev ery thing looked normal. 
Much of Wednesday was concerned with 
ready ing the ship for the rocket firing. Mis- 
sion Control spent heav y effort diagnosing the 
flight path and try ing to insure that this third 
course correction would work well. 


Two prev ious rocket burns to set an ac­ 
curate course had failed. One, coming shortly 
after the ox y gen tank ex ploded Monday night 
aborting the mission, fired for one second too 
long. The other, coming Tuesday night, also 
failed. Mission Control, try ing to sav e electrical 
power aboard the spacecraft, had decided to 
do the four minute burn without updating the 
lunar lander’s guidance sy stem. Ex perts guessed 


that guidance errors might hav e reduced the 
accuracy of the rocket firing. 
In a flight where one emergency y ields 
to another, sy stems are being used in way s 
that were nev er intended and for which they 
were not designed. 
For instance, the life sy stem of the moon 
lander, handling the greater v olume of air 
in both spacecraft, prov ed unequal to the task 
and carbon diox ide began to build up in the 
atmosphere. 
Mission 
Control ordered 
th e 
astronauts to rig up a makeshift air-cleaning 
dev ice using their space suit hoses, plastic 
bags and tape and lithium hy drox ide canisters 
from the command ship. 
This “ shade tree engineering,” as the 
astronauts called it, worked and Wednesday ’! 
carbon diox ide lev el was way down. 


FATALLY SHOT STEPSON . . . 
McBride Acquitted 
Of Murder Charge

deliberation, acquitted Robert J . 
McBride of first-degree murder 
in connection with the Oct. 28 , 
1969, fatal shooting of his step­ 
son, Ernest Eugene Beaman. 
McBride, 51, after calmly 
awaiting the jury ’s 
v erdict, 
showed no emotion when the 
“ not guilty ” v erdict was read. 
He told The Star that he ap­ 
preciated what the jury had 
done and “ I had faith in them 
and my lawy er.” 
Hy Tnan 
Polsky , 
court-ap­ 
pointed counsel for the defen­ 
dant, said he was “ delighted and 
pleased.” 
“ I believ e justice was done in 
this case. There is more in­ 
formation that could not be 
brought out at the trial that 
would 
further 
J ustify 
the 
decision of the jury ,” Polsky 
said. 
He 
commended 
the 
jury 
sav ing they did a “ magnificent 
job.” 
Lancaster County 
Attorney 
Paul Douglas had no comment. 
After the v erdict was read. 
J udge Elmer Scheele dismissed 
the jury of eight women and 
four men from further serv ice 
for the remainder of the two- 
week jury term. 
He said the jury had brought 
in a “ not guilty ” v erdict and 
that he had “ no choice but to 
find 
y ou 
not 
guilty 
and 
discharge y ou in this matter” he 
told McBride. 
McBride, who had entered 
three innocent pleas to the 
charge including 
one 
under 
Nebraska’s 
new 
self-defense 
law, testified that after he and 
Beaman had argued he didn’t 
“ figure I would shoot him but 
thought I’d bluff him” with the 
rifle. 
He told the jurors that when 
Beaman turned “ to come at me 
with the shov el. . . I y anked the 
rifle up and fired at him.” 
An 
unsigned 
written 
con­ 
fession of McBride admitted into 
ev idence quoted McBride as 
telling interrogators, 
.. Ain’t 
no use ly ing, I got nothing to lie 
about. I done it and that’s it. 
You can only take so much.. . ” 
According to the statement, 
McBride and Beaman 
were 
partners 
in 
the 
hog-ralsing 
business and had gone to Fre­ 
mont that morning to sell hogs 


and that on the way home 
McBride and Beaman argued 
ov er the $2,000 receiv ed for the 
sale of the hogs. 
Officers testify ing for the state 
told the jury that McBride told 
them at the scene of 
the 
shooting that he was afraid 
Beaman was going to hit him 
with the shov el he was leaning 
on and so he shot him. 
McBride testified from the 
stand that on the trip back from 
F r e m on t , 
Beaman 
had 
“ backhanded him” and called 
him names and made fun of 
him. 
Sev eral 
members 
of 
the 
deceased’s family including his 
mother, 
son, 
daughter 
and 
brother testified that Beaman 
had a “ bad reputation” for 
fighting and v iolence. 
The testimony of Beaman’s 
son who had liv ed with the 
McBrides since he was fiv e 
months old brought tears to the 
ey es of some jurors. 
Melv in LeRoy Beaman told 
the jury he had no respect for 
his father “ because of the way 
he 
treated 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
McBride who were good enough 
to raise the son he did not want 
or hav e need for until I was old 
enough to work for him.”

GOP Leader Goes After Democrat Douglas 


Washington 
— House Republican leader 
Gerald R. Ford asserted Wednesday that 
Supreme Court J ustice William 0. Douglas may 
be unfit to remain on the court because of 
questionable outside activ ities, including con­ 
trov ersial writings and possible associations 
with underworld figures. 
In a wide-ranging attack on the 71-y ear-old 
justice, Ford told the House he supports crea­ 
tion of a select congressional committee to 
study Douglas’s activ ities and determine what 
cause there might be for impeachment. But 
the GOP leader stopped short of flatly deman­ 
ding remov al of Douglas, a Democrat. 
“ What we should scrutinize in sitting judges 
is their continuing pattern of action, their 
behav ior,” the Michigan Republican said. “ The 
Constitution does not demand that it be ex ­ 
emplary or perfect. But it does hav e to be 
good.” 
Liberals Assail Ford 
A group of 41 liberal House Democrats 
assailed Ford’s resolution for appointment of 
a special select committee. They said in a 
statement that if Ford wanted to proceed 
against Douglas he should hav e prepared a 
bill of impeachment which would hav e gone 


to the J udiciary Committee, rather than the 
resolution which would go to the Rules Com­ 
mittee. 
The Democrats said the opinions of Ford 
and 
his 
associates in 
this 
matter differ 
markedly from those of Douglas in areas of 
civ il rights, civ il liberties and the rights of 
the poor and the y oung, imply ing these dif­ 
ferences are the real reason for the attack. 
They called the proposed action “ an attack 
on the integrity and independence of the United 
States Supreme Court” and asserted that it 
was precipitated by the recent Senate rejections 
of two Supreme Court nominees named by 
President Nix on. 
Conflict Of Interest Alleged 
On two occasions, Ford said, Douglas had 
been on the dissenting minority side when the 
Supreme Court ruled against 
m ag az i n e 
publisher Ralph Ginzburg and that while the 
second case was before a federal court, in March, 
196 9 , on its way to the Supreme Court, one of 
Ginzburg’e m ag az i n e s , “ Av ant Garde,” 
paid Douglas $350 for an article on folk singing. 
Ginzburg, in a statement issued Wednesday , 
said he hopes Ford’s speech would be met 
“ with the contempt it deserv es. It is ironic 
that with all the corruption in gov ernment to-

. . . FINAL STEP NECESSARY IN MASSACHUSETTS STATE COURT 


Boston 
— A federal appeals 
judge cleared the way Wednes­ 
day for public release, possibly 
Thursday, of the transcript of 
the Mary Jo Kopechne 
in­ 
quest. 
But a final step remained 
necessary in the state court to 
put those papers on the public 
record, more than three months 
after conclusion of the secret 
inquest. 
Publication of that 764-page 
record presumably will end the 
tangled 
courtroom 
sequence 
which 
began 
nearly 
eight 
months ago, after an automobile 
driven by Sen. Edward M. Ken­ 
nedy, D-Mass., plunged from a 
narrow bridge on Chappaquid- 
dick Island. 
Miss 
Kopechne, 
2 8, 
a 
Washington secretary, drowned 
in the tidal pond. 
Lipman Appeals 
The transcript, and the 12- 


page report of the inquest judge, 
James A. 
Boyle, had been 
scheduled for release Wednes­ 
day. But that timetable was 
blocked by the federal court 
appeal of Sidney R. Lipman, a 
free-lance 
stenographer 
who 
claimed he alone had the right 
to reproduce and sell copies of 
the transcript. 


A federal court order tem­ 
porarily barred release of the 
transcript. But Lipman’s bid for 
a permanent order was denied 
Wednesday. He filed an appeal 
and that, too, was rejected by 
Chief Judge Bailey Aldrich of 
the 1st U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals. 
Lipman’s suit 
through the 
federal courts was the only re­ 
maining obstacle to release of 
the inquest papers, planned by 
Edward V. Keating, clerk of the 
Suffolk Superior Court. 
Keating arranged to distribute 


the transcript to newsmen at $75 
a copy. 
Lipman’s price is $1.05 a page 
or $802.20 for the total docu­ 
ment.

The office said the crop is at 
94%, two points above last year

Pasture conditions are report­ 
ed at 78% of normal, also up 
two points from last year. 
The December 1969-February 
1970 pig crop of 1,144,000 is 20% 
above the 956,000 head saved in 
the same quarter a year ago. 
Sows farrowing in the quarter 
totaled 149,000 head, 14% higher 
than the year before.
